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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-12, 14-15, 17-20, 59-71, 73-74, 76-79 and 83-85 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The present invention is directed towards a method for rendering a portal 
graphical user interface (GUI), comprising providing for the representation of a 
GUI desktop, a GUI look and feel, and a GUI book as a set of controls wherein 
the controls can be organized in a logical hierarchy, traversing the 
representation, wherein the traversing comprises associating a theme with a first 
control in the set of controls, rendering the first control according to the theme, 
rendering any descendents of the first control according to the theme, wherein 
any descendents of the first control can override the theme, and wherein one of 
the set of controls can communicate with another of the set of controls. 

Independent Claims 1 and 59 and all the dependent claims 2-12, 14-15, 17-20, 
60-71 , 73-74, 76-79 and 83-85 recite, or similarly recite, in combination with the 
remaining elements, 

• using a first thread to render the first control according to the first theme, and 
a second thread to render the second control according to the second theme, 
wherein the rendering of the first control by the first thread is in parallel to the 
rendering of the second control by the second thread; 
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• and after the first thread finishes rendering the first control according to the 
first theme and the second thread finishes rendering the second control 
according to the second theme, using a mainline render to obtain rendering 
result for the first control from the first thread and render result for the second 
control from the second thread. 

The closest prior Anuff et al. (" Anuff ", US 6, 327,628 B1 ) teach, methods and 
media for rendering a portal graphical user interface (GUI), comprising: providing 
as a set of controls, wherein the set of controls can be organized in a logical 
hierarchy, wherein each said control represents a corresponding .graphical 
element in the portal GUI, wherein each said control has properties that can be 
read and set, wherein each said control is implemented as one or more classes 
in an object-oriented programming paradigm, wherein each said control has one 
or more methods which can be overridden to provide specialization of the control; 
traversing, using at least one processor, the logical hierarchy, wherein the 
traversing comprises: associating a first theme with a first control in the set of 
controls; associating any descendents of the first control according to the first 
theme unless the theme is overridden. 

Furthermore, Abel et al. (" Abel ", US 2003/0084401 A1) teach, a method for 
localizing a Web page based on a selected characteristic, such as a culture, a 
skin, a filtered set of functions, or other desired trait, and further teach overriding 
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a second control, which is a descendent of the first control, with a second theme 
such that the second control uses the second theme and any descendent of the 
second control uses the second theme unless the second theme is overridden. 

However, Anuff or Abel singularly or in combination, still fail to anticipate or 
render the above cited limitations obvious.
